service status? Such studies might well undertaken 
continue give scholarships for graduate study.

Does six months’ year’s 
reveal that the institute served some function 
could not have been taken care through 
materials consultation services? believe that

Evaluation Techniques 


There are evaluation techniques, however, that aid 
measuring the effectiveness some the 
the education program the health department, 
These are: (1) the use evaluation schedule both 
before education program instituted and its re-use 
after appropriate lapse time (one two years); 
(2) the use current records which will indicate the 
types activities undertaken the health department 
and the growing scope the education program; and 
(3) special studies the various educational activities 
clinics, group teaching and departmental 
ing means which the health officer and his staff 
may get insight into the effectiveness this procedure 
versus that—and have firmer ground which plan 
future programs. will cite examples each these 
types studies.

permits committees citizens analyze the health 
facilities and services which their community possesses 
becomes two-edged instrument. One edge yields data 
against which progress can measured later time.

Such studies sociol- 
ogists, psychologists, social anthropologists and health 
educators make increasingly aware that these social 
scientists must used far greater degree health 
departments than heretofore helping analyze the 
subtle factors which influence learing. Until under- 
stand more about people can hardly hope increase 
the effectiveness much our work.

Fluoride treatment must con- 
sidered the process investigation and used 
only adjunct along with all other accepted pro- 
cedures such oral hygiene, proper nutritional pro- 
gram and regular care dentist. Because the 
experimental stage false sense security should 
avoided. Treatment should under the supervision 
dentists wherein they can observe the value the treat- 
ment each individual and not allow damage 
result where the fluoride not effective. Present evi- 
dence has shown that the application fluorides will 
not effective cavities once they have begun. Stress 
must placed the patient’s responsibility and 
cooperation reducing refined carbohydrate con- 
sumption and proper home 

Further research remains reveal the utmost po- 
tentialities fluorides health. 


New Chemicals Tested Mosquitoes
